The cardiovascular surgeons in Washington, where I was arabulanced, 
didnot expect me to live but I did, with more limitations* To keep ii\y legs I 

began walking every moifring and with severe limitations since then, I still do.

When I was encumbered and limited I liad i rethink what I could do. By all 
those FOIA lawsuits I got about a tliird of a million pages. They are in file 
cabinets in our basement. And now the use of stairs, as it has been for several 
years, is not safe for me. otherB can and do use those records but I cannot*

So, at first at past sixti^and then at past eighty-three I liad to s&art a new 
way, with no prospects of publication* I decided to use the knowledge I’ve ob-
